1949  was  the  launching  year  of  the  KPFA  project,  and  ad« 
vanced  it  well  beyond  the  best  expectations  of  its  per- 
sonnel. After  eight  months  on  the  air  with  a  tiny  sig- 
nal surrounded  by  giants,  the  station  had  a  strong  nu- 
cleus of  225  listener-subscribers  and  the  gratification 
of  a  wide  and  growing  audience  interest.  With  these  as- 
sets the  project  enters  1950  with  the  following  agenda: 

1.  To  change  KPFA's  channel  and  increase  its  power, 
.eliminating  present  interference  problems  and  enlarging 

the  audience  area.   This  is  planned  for  February , 

2.  To  complete,  for  the  first  time  in  the  project's 
history,  its  financial  budget,  covering  its  operating 
costs  for  the  year.  With  the  newly  rendered  benefit  of 
federal  tax  exemption  the  staff  is  confident  of  finding 
additional  sources  of  philanthropic  support  for  tne  per- 
iod required  to  make  KP^A  self-supporting.   The  finan- 
cial strains  of  late  1949  should  be  avoided.

Anthony  Boucher1 s  program  "Golden  Voices",  heard 
each  Sunday  at  8  pm,  combines  program  notes  and 
rare  recordings  of  famous  singers >  These  records 
were  made  in  the  early  quarter  of  the  twentieth  cen- 
tury and  are  part  of  Mr*  Bouchers  collection  of  be- 
twoon  three  aid  four  tho^ana  unusual *roco?ds«  In 
hia  25  years  of  collecting  he  has  specialized  in 
operatic  records  and  has  many  of  the  scarcest  items 
of  the  earliest  acoustical  recording  period  * 

Another  interest  of  lir.  Boucher1  s  is  mystery  writ- 
ing* He  has  been  active  in  almost  every  conceivable 
branch  of  the  nystery  business:  novels,  novelets, 
short  stories,  fact-crime,  anthologies,  photocrimes; 
and  in  radio:  scouting,  editing,  teaching,  trans- 
lating, ghost  writingj  collaborating,  and  reviewing* 
Eis  best  known  novels  are  "The  Case  of  the  Baker 
Street  Irregulars"  and,fThe  Case  of  the  Seven  of 
Calvary"  (with  a  Berkeley  setting).  Under  the  name 
of  E.H.  Holmes,  he  is  noted  for  the  novel  "Rocket 
to  the  Morgue"  and  his  works  have  been  reprinted  in 
over  two  dozen  anthologies* 

Currently  Mr.  Boucher  writes  reviews  of  mysteries 
for  the  Hew  York  Times  and  Ellery  Queen1 s  Kys_tery_ 
Magazine  ana  science -fiction  and  fantasy  for  the 
Chicago  Sun-Time s«  In  addition  he  edits  the  now  and 
successful  magazine.  Fantasy  apd  Science ^Fic-tion,  a

%stery  and  fantasy-  Mr.  Boucher  feels,  are  all 
very  well  as  sources  of  livelihood  but  his  central 
interest  is  opera.  A  devout  opera-goer  since  in- 
fancy, he  correlates  present  and  past  singing  and 
places  great  artists  of  the  early  gramophone  in 
their  proper  perspective  for  us  today.
